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Russia, US sign deal to minimize risks in Syrian skies

WASHINGTON (AP) — 

The U.S. and Russia put into 
practice on Tuesday new 
rules designed to minimize 
the risk of air collisions be¬ 
tween Russian and U.S.-led 
coalition aircraft over Syria. 
A Russian defense official in 
Moscow said the “memo¬ 
randum of understanding” 
suggests a potential for 
U.S.-Russian counterterror¬ 
ism cooperation, but U.S. 
offciols said it was o narrow 
arrangement that does not 
lessen Washington’s con¬ 
cern about the Russian mili¬ 
tary campaign in Syria. 
There is no plan to establish 
zones of cooperation in the 
parallel air campaigns or to 
share intelligence or target 
information in Syria, Pen¬ 
tagon spokesman Peter 
Cook sold. The Pentagon 
has cited several instances 
when Russian aircraft came 
too close to U.S. warplanes 
over Syria in recent weeks. 
More broadly, Washing¬ 
ton has complained that 
instead of hitting Islamic 
State fghters, Russian oir- 
strikes ore mostly targeting 
rebel forces fghting the 
Syrian government. Rus¬ 
sia also deployed ground 
troops and land-based 
weaponry, including multi¬ 
ple-launch rocket systems, 
in support of the Syrian gov¬ 
ernment. wThe arrange¬ 
ment announced Tuesday 
“does nothing to assuage 
our concerns about Rus¬ 
sian military activities in 
Syria,” State Department 
spokesman John Kirby said. 
Cook said Gen. Lloyd Aus¬ 
tin, commander of U.S. 
Central Command, signed 
for the U.S. side Tuesday. 
At o Pentagon news con¬ 
ference, Cook gave a 
brood description of the 
document but said the U.S. 
had accepted o Russian 
request that the text be 
kept secret. After several 
rounds of talks that began 
more than a week ago, 
the two sides agreed to a 
number of air safety proto¬ 
cols including “maintaining 
professional airmanship” 
and the use of specific air¬ 
craft communications fre¬ 
quencies, Cook said. They 
agreed to keep a “safe dis¬ 
tance” between aircraft. 
Cook said, but he would 


not say whether specific 
distances were written into 
the memo. The two sides 
also agreed to establish a 
“communication line on 
the ground” as o backup 
of militory-to-military com¬ 
munication, Cook said, al¬ 
though he would not say 
whether this would be a 
telephone line or where it 
would be located. A U.S.- 
Russia working group will 
be formed to deal with 
any implementation issues 
that arise, he added. The 
discussions that led to the 
protocols “do not consti¬ 
tute U.S. cooperation or 
support for Russia’s policy 
and actions in Syria,” Cook 
said. “In fact, for from it, we 
continue to believe that 
Russia’s strategy in Syria is 
counterproductive, and 
their support for the Assad 
regime will only moke 
Syria’s civil war worse.” 
He was referring to Syrian 
President Bashar Assad, 
whom the U.S. says is an il¬ 
legitimate leader and must 
leave office. The U.S. has 
been bombing Islamic 
State targets in Syria since 
September 2014; the Rus¬ 
sian air campaign began 
less than one month ago. 
In Moscow, Russian Deputy 
Defense Minister Anatoly 
Antonov said in a state¬ 
ment carried by Russian 
news agencies that signing 
the memorandum was a 
positive step that has “im¬ 
portant practical mean¬ 
ing.” “The memorandum 
contains a complex of rules 
and restrictions aimed at 
preventing incidents be¬ 
tween Russian and U.S. air¬ 
craft,” Antonov said, add¬ 
ing that Russian and U.S. 
military officials will set up 
round-the-clock communi¬ 
cations channels and “de¬ 
termine the mechanism 
of interaction, including 
mutual assistance in crisis 
situations.” “The Americans 
have promised to get the 
agreed rules to all partici¬ 
pants of the anti-IS coali¬ 
tion they lead, so that their 
pilots proceed from those 
agreements,” he said, re¬ 
ferring to the U.S. coalition 
that includes Australia, 
Bahrain, Canada, France, 
Jordan, Saudi Arabia, Tur¬ 
key and the United Arab 
Emirates. □

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Canada to return to its honest broker role under Trudeau

TORONTO (AP) — The 


stunning victory of Justin 
Trudeau will reverberate 
beyond Canada’s borders 
after the Liberal Party lead¬ 


er emphatically ended a 
decade of rule by the most 
conservative leadership in 


the country’s history. 
Among the areas in which 
Trudeau differs from his 
predecessor, Consen/ative 


Stephen Harper: airstrikes 
against the Islamic State 
group, climate change, im¬ 


migration and whether re¬ 
lations with the U.S. should 
hinge on the future of the 
Keystone XL oil pipeline. 


Speaking at a rally in Ot¬ 
tawa on Tuesday, the 
43-year-old Trudeau — son 
of one of the country’s most 
dynamic politicians — un¬ 
derlined the sea change. 

“I want to say this to this 
country’s friends around 
the world: Many of you 
have worried that Canada 
has lost its compassionate 
and constructive voice in 
the world over the past 10 
years. Well, I have a simple 
message for you on behalf 
of 35 million Canadians. 
We’re back,” he declared. 
With Trudeau’s decisive 
victory on Monday, Cana¬ 
dian voters reclaimed their 
country’s liberal identity, 
giving the new prime minis¬ 
ter a commanding majority 
in parliament that will allow 
him to govern without rely¬ 
ing on other parties. 

That means change in Ca¬ 
nadian policies on a broad 
spectrum of issues. 
“Trudeau will return Can¬ 
ada to its traditional ap¬ 
proach in foreign affairs 
which is characteristic of 
every single government 
but Harper’s,” said Robert 
Bothwell, a professor at the 
University of Toronto. “Can¬ 
ada will go back to multi¬ 
lateralism, back to strong 
support for the United Na¬ 
tions.” 

There will be a “new way 
for Canada to be on the 
world stage,” agreed Lib¬ 
eral lawmaker Marc Gar- 
neau, who won re-election 
Monday. 

The son of the late Prime 
Minister Pierre Trudeau, 
who swept to office in 
1968 on a wave of support 
dubbed “Trudeaumania” 
and governed for most of 
the next two decades, the 
younger Trudeau chan¬ 
nels the star power — if not 
quite the political heft — of 
his father. 

Tall and trim, he is a former 
school teacher and mem¬ 
ber of Parliament since 
2008. He becomes the sec¬ 
ond-youngest prime minis¬ 
ter in Canadian history and 
has been likened to U.S. 
President Barack Obama. 
“The whole tone of the 
U.S.-Canada relationship 
will change. Philosophi¬ 
cally Obama and Trudeau 
are much closer,” Bothwell 


said. The White House said 
Obama called to congrat¬ 
ulate Trudeau on Tuesday 
afternoon and said in a 
statement the two leaders 
“committed to strength¬ 
ening the countries’ joint 
efforts to promote trade, 
combat terrorism and miti¬ 
gate climate change.” 
Obama “also teased me 
about my lack of grey hair, 
but said I’d probably get 
some quite soon,” the dark¬ 
haired Trudeau quipped at 
a news conference later. 
Trudeau’s victory will likely 
improve ties with the Unit¬ 
ed States, at least for the 
remainder of Obama’s 
presidency. Harper was 
frustrated by Obama’s 
reluctance to approve 
the Keystone XL pipeline 
from Alberta to Texas and 
clashed with the president 
on other issues, including 
the Iran nuclear deal. Al¬ 
though Trudeau supports 
the Keystone pipeline, he 
argues relations should not 
hinge on the project. 
“Theoretically, Justin is for 
Keystone, but he can ob¬ 
viously jettison that,” Both¬ 
well said of the project, 
which Democratic presi¬ 
dential hopeful Hillary Glin- 
ton recently expressed op¬ 
position to. 

Republican contenders 
are for the project. 

Antonia Maioni, a politi¬ 
cal science professor at 
McGill University, said the 
Obama administration 
will welcome the change 
in government. “Even on 
Keystone, Mr. Trudeau says 
he supports it, but he is not 
going to make it an issue 
of conflict with Obama,” 
Maioni said. 

Still, there are differences 
that could lead to friction 
with the U.S. Trudeau has 
said he’ll remove Cana¬ 
da’s six fighter jets from 
the U.S.-led bombing cam¬ 
paign against the Islamic 
State group. Harper had 
said removing the jets from 
the fight would hurt rela¬ 
tions with the U.S. 

Trudeau said the issue 
came up in his conversation 
with Obama, and the U.S. 
president understood his 
commitment to end Can¬ 
ada’s involvement in the 
combat mission.□

with more than $300,000 in 
the bank. Rivals like Clinton 
and Vermont Sen. Bernie 
Sanders have raised mil¬ 
lions for the campaign. 
Webb surprised many fel¬ 
low Democrats when he 
became the first major 
figure in the party to form 
a presidential exploratory 
committee in November. 
Webb, 69, a decorated 
veteran of the Vietnam 
War, has promoted crimi¬ 
nal justice reform and 
an overhaul of the cam¬ 
paign finance system 
and has been critical of 
the Obama administra¬ 
tion’s foreign policy. He 
has urged Democrats to 
appeal to working-class 
Americans and white vot¬ 
ers in the South who have 
left the Democratic party 
in recent elections. □

WASHINGTON (AP) — Jim 

Webb, a longshot rival to 
front-runner Hillary Rodham 
Clinton, said Tuesday he is 
dropping out of the Demo¬ 
cratic race for president 
and is considering his op¬ 
tions about how he might 
“remain as a voice” in the 
campaign. 

The former Virginia senator 
said at a news conference 
that he is “withdrawing 
from any consideration” 
of becoming the Demo¬ 
cratic party’s nominee and 
would spend the coming 
weeks exploring his options 
about a possible indepen¬ 
dent bid. 

“The very nature of our 
democracy is under siege 
due to the power struc¬ 
ture and the money that 
finances both political par¬ 
ties,” Webb said, joined by 
his wife, Hong Le Webb. 
“Our political candidates 
are being pulled to the ex¬ 
tremes. 

They’re increasingly out 
of step with the people 
they’re supposed to serve.” 
Webb said many of the is¬ 
sues that he cares about 
are not in line with the hi¬ 
erarchy of the Democratic 
party, saying he did not 
have a “clear, exact fit” in 
either party. 

Asked if he still considers 
himself a Democrat, Webb 


said, “We’ll think about 
that.” 

If Webb chose to run as an 
independent, he would 
face long odds in raising 
enough money and build¬ 
ing a strong enough orga¬ 
nization outside of the two- 
party system to get on the 
ballot in 50 states. Outsider 
candidates have struggled 
to amass broad support 
in the past: businessman 
Ross Perot got 19 percent 
of the vote in 1992 and 8 
percent in 1996. Consumer 
advocate Ralph Nader got 
3 percent of the vote as a 
Green Party candidate in 
2000 but garnered enough 
liberal support in Florida to 
prevent Democrat Al Gore 
from carrying the state and 
winning the presidency. 

A Vietnam veteran and for¬ 
mer member of President 
Ronald Reagan’s adminis¬ 
tration, Webb complained 
that he did not get the 
chance to make his views 
fully known at the first Dem¬ 
ocratic debate. 

He has trailed badly in the 
field that includes Clinton 
and Vermont Sen. Bernie 
Sanders. 

Webb has been polling in 
the back of the pack with 
former Maryland Gov. Mar¬ 
tin O’Malley and former 
Rhode Island Gov. Lincoln 
Chafee. 

Webb has raised only 
about $700,000 and ended

INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — Indi¬ 
ana University has expelled 
a 19-year-old sophomore 
accused of attacking a 
Muslim woman over the 
weekend, trying to remove 
her headscarf and shout¬ 
ing racial slurs, a school of¬ 
ficial said Tuesday. 

School spokesman Mark 
Land said lU’s dean of stu¬ 
dents “dismissed” Triceten 
D. Bickford on Monday 
night as a “direct result 
of what happened over 
the weekend” when the 
woman was attacked Sat¬ 
urday evening outside of a 
Bloomington cafe. 

“He didn’t withdraw, let’s 
put it that way,” Land said, 
adding that he couldn’t 
go into further detail due 
to privacy concerns. 

He said the university, 
which had already called 
the attack a “horrifying in¬ 
cident,” won’t have any¬ 
thing more to say about 
Bickford and will “let the le¬ 


gal process run its course.” 
Bickford, who is from Fort 
Wayne, Indiana, has been 
charged with multiple felo¬ 
ny charges, including intim¬ 
idation, strangulation and 
battery, in the attack at a 
Turkish cote in Blooming¬ 


ton, about 50 miles south¬ 
west of Indianapolis. 
According to o probable 
cause affidavit, the Mus¬ 
lim woman was sitting at 
o table with her 9-year- 
old daughter when a man 
later identified os Bickford 


emerged from a nearby 
alley shouting “white pow¬ 
er,” anti-black racial slurs 
and “kill the police.” Bick¬ 
ford grabbed the woman 
by the neck and forced 
her head forward, restrict¬ 
ing her breathing as he 
tried to remove her heads¬ 
carf, police allege. 

The woman’s husband 
and o passer-by dragged 
Bickford off and restrained 
him until police arrived. 
Bickford spit in the men’s 
faces, threatened to kill 
them and arriving officers, 
tried to kick out the win¬ 
dows of a patrol car and 
bit an officer on the colt 
at the Monroe County Jail, 
the affidavit states. 

Bickford was released Sun¬ 
day from Monroe County’s 
jail on $705 bond and other 
fees. He returned to class 
Monday but was expelled 
later that day. 

The Associated Press sent 
emails to Bickford and 
left cell phones messages 
for him seeking comment 


Tuesday. Both the Monroe 
County prosecutor’s office 
and Land said it’s unclear 
if Bickford has an attorney 
who could speak on his be¬ 
half. 

Bickford told WTHR-TV in 
Indianapolis that he has 
no memory of the incident 
and that a combination 
of drinking alcohol and 
not taking his anti-anxiety 
medication caused him to 
snap. He said he is not a 
hateful person. 

“I’m so sorry to that wom¬ 
an. I have no idea who she 
is ... I’ve never hurt some¬ 
one like that before,” Bick¬ 
ford told the TV station. 

The woman’s 48-year-old 
husband, who asked that 
their names not be used, 
said Tuesday that the fam¬ 
ily had moved from Turkey 
to Bloomington nearly two 
decades ago but had nev¬ 
er experienced anything 
like the attack. 

He said his 47-year-old wife 
was sitting outside the res¬ 
taurant when she noticed 
a drunk man approach¬ 
ing “mumbling some drunk 
stuff” and then heard him 
repeating “white power” 
shortly before he attacked 
her. He said Bickford’s 
bond was set “too low” 
and that he and his wife 
would have preferred for 
Bickford to remain in jail un¬ 
til his initial hearing on the 
charges, which is sched¬ 
uled for Friday. He expects 
prosecutors to request a 
restraining order at that 
hearing to keep Bickford 
away from the family. □ 


Oaks: Kentucky clerk taking wrong approach on gays 


SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — The 

Mormon Church has staked 
o deeper claim to middle 
ground in American soci¬ 
ety, advocating for com¬ 
promises between protect¬ 
ing religious liberties and 
prohibiting discrimination, 
and criticizing Kentucky 
clerk Kim Davis for refusing 
to license gay marriages. 

A speech Tuesday by Mor¬ 
mon leader Dallin H. Oaks 
marked another landmark 


moment in the conser¬ 
vative religion’s transfor¬ 
mation from o faith that 
frowned on gays and lesbi¬ 
ans to one becoming more 
welcoming and compas¬ 
sionate, albeit in small steps 
that may seem nominal to 
outsiders. 

“We may have cultural dif¬ 
ferences, but we should 
not have ‘culture wars,”’ 
Oaks said. “On the big is¬ 
sues ... both sides should 


seek a balance, not o total 
victory.” 

As with the Roman Catholic 
Church under Pope Fran¬ 
cis, the conservative Mor¬ 
mons are trying to assert 
o softer position in society, 
while holding firm inside the 
church to its own doctrines 
against gay marriage and 
homosexual activity. 

The Mormons chose Oaks, 
a member of the Quorum 
of the Twelve Apostles that 


guides The Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints, 
to give the speech, the 
most detailed yet reflect¬ 
ing the new approach to 
what Mormons call “some- 
gendered attraction.” He 
brings credibility as a former 
Utah Supreme Court judge 
who also once served as a 
law clerk to Chief Justice 
Earl Warren on the U.S. Su¬ 
preme Court, church offi¬ 
cials said.Q

DES MOINES, Iowa (AP) — 

After initially struggling with 
questions about the Iraq 
War and his brother’s ten¬ 


ure as the nation’s leader, 
Jeb Bush has tossed aside 
any hesitations about em¬ 
bracing former President 
George W. Bush’s legacy 
and is searching for new 
ways to incorporate him 


into his White House cam¬ 
paign. 

It’s a shift due in no small 
part to the jabs of Repub¬ 
lican presidential front¬ 
runner Donald Trump, who 
isn’t backing down from his 


assertions that Bush’s broth¬ 
er bears some responsibility 
for 9/11. 

“In the latest episode of the 
reality show that is Donald 
Trump’s campaign, he has 
blamed my brother for the 
9/11 terrorist attacks on our 
nation,” Bush wrote in a 
column published Tuesday 
in the conservative Nation¬ 
al Review. 

“That Trump echoes the 
attacks of Michael Moore 
and the fringe left against 
my brother is yet another 
example of his dangerous 
views on notional-security 
issues.” 

Spurred on by Trump, Bush is 
showing none of the hesita¬ 
tion in embracing his broth¬ 
er’s presidency that tripped 
him up in the weeks lead¬ 
ing to the formal launch 
of his 2016 campaign. Jeb 
Bush fumbled answers to 
questions about his broth¬ 
er’s decision to invade Iraq 
in 2003 for an entire week in 
May, struggling to explain 
whether he would have 
done the same. 

Bush is on much more com¬ 
fortable ground when it 
comes to his brother’s re¬ 
sponse to 9/11. 

“The simple fact is that 


when we were attacked, 
my brother created on en¬ 
vironment where, for 2,600 
days, we were safe,” Bush 
said Monday night on Fox 
News. 

“No one attacked us again. 
And he changed the lows, 
he did everything neces¬ 
sary, he united the country, 
and he kept us safe.” 

The back and forth be¬ 
tween the two candidates 
began at the second Re¬ 
publican debate, when 
Bush defended his brother 
as a president who kept the 
nation safe after the billion¬ 
aire businessman claimed 
George W. Bush’s presi¬ 
dency “gave us Barack 
Obama, because it was 
such a disaster.” 

While George W. Bush’s fa- 
vorability among all Ameri¬ 
cans remains mixed, nearly 
three-quarters of Repub¬ 
licans have a favorable 
view of him, according to a 
Pew Research poll in May. 
Jeb Bush scored his big¬ 
gest applause of the eve¬ 
ning when he pivoted to 
his right to face Trump and 
said calmly, “As it relates 
to my brother, there’s one 
thing I know for sure. He 
kept us safe.”Q 


Biden casts himself as Obama’s kindred spirit

WASHINGTON (AP) — Vice 
President Joe Biden cast 
himself Tuesday as Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama’s 
kindred spirit and chief 
global emissary, amplifying 
themes he could use to ap¬ 
peal to loyal Obama sup¬ 
porters if he challenges Hill¬ 
ary Rodham Clinton in the 
presidential race. 

“President Obama and I 
have ideologically had no 
disagreement,” Biden said 
at a forum honoring former 
Vice President Walter Mon¬ 
dale. “I mean none. Zero.” 
Biden also revised his ac¬ 
count of the run-up to the 


2011 raid that killed Osama 
bin Laden, asserting that 
he had privately advised 
Obama to proceed. With¬ 
out naming Clinton, he 
contradicted her claim to 
have backed the raid from 
the start by saying only the 
defense secretary and CIA 
chief were fully in favor. 

As his deliberations about 
2016 extend deep into 
overtime, Biden offered 
no explicit clues about his 
pending decision, but took 
a number of veiled shots at 
Clinton, who said in the first 
Democratic debate last 
week that the enemy she 
was most proud to have 
made was “probably the 


Republicans.” 

“I don’t think my chief en¬ 
emy is the Republican Par¬ 
ty,” Biden said, adding that 
he still has many friends in 
that party. 

In another observation with 
heavy 2016 undertones, 
Biden said he was the 
one that Obama would 
dispatch to speak to key 
world leaders like Russian 
President Vladimir Putin or 
Turkish President Recep 
Tayyip Erdogan. 

“We’ve had two great sec¬ 
retaries of state, but when 
I go, they know that I am 
speaking for the president,” 
Biden said.Q

The government 
troops were backed by 
paramilitary forces, mode 
up mainly of Shiite militia 
fighters. Filonowski and 
other U.S. officials in Bagh¬ 
dad, said there ore about 
15,000 Iraqi forces in the 
Beiji area, including about 
5,000 government soldiers 
and 10,000 members of the 
miltios known os the popu¬ 
lar mobilization forces.

UN chief urges calm amid Palestinian-lsraeli violence

Pufin: 

20 terror plots foiled in Russia this year 


MOSCOW (AP) — Intelli¬ 
gence agents hove foiled 
20 terror plots in Russia this 
year. President Vladimir Pu¬ 
tin said Tuesday, and asked 
officials to increase their ef¬ 
forts to prevent attacks. 

Just a few hours after Pu¬ 
tin’s announcement, po¬ 
lice said they had detained 
20 members of a banned 
Islamic organization in the 
Moscow region. Russia be¬ 
gan carrying out airstrikes 
against Islamic State mili¬ 
tants in Syria last month to 
support government forces 
there. The Kremlin has cited 
curbing terrorism interna¬ 
tionally and making sure 
Russian nationals in IS ranks 
don’t come back home as 
the main reasons behind 
the Russian airstrikes. 


Speaking Tuesday at a cer¬ 
emony at the Kremlin, Putin 
said in televised comments 
that the FSB intelligence 
agency this year had foiled 
20 terror plots, arrested 560 
militants and killed 112 oth¬ 
ers in Russia’s North Cauca¬ 
sus in raids and clashes. 
Putin asked the FSB to in¬ 
crease its efforts in prevent¬ 
ing terror attacks as well as 
uncovering militants’ links 
to international groups. 
Islamic insurgency has 
been brewing in the North 
Caucasus following two 
wars in Chechnya in the 
1990s. In neighboring 
Dagestan, the insurgents 
— who want to carve out 
a state governed by their 
strict interpretation of Islam¬ 
ic law — clash with law en¬ 


forcement officers almost 
daily. Moscow says some 
of these militants have links 
to Islamic State. 

The FSB, the main succes¬ 
sor to the KGB, says that it 
has foiled two major terror 
plots in two weeks in Mos¬ 
cow and in southern Russia 
which were allegedly pre¬ 
pared by men with links to 
IS. The Interior Ministry said 
in a statement later Tues¬ 
day that authorities have 
“destroyed a cell” of the 
Islamic organization ttizb 
ut-Tahrir in the Moscow re¬ 
gion. ttizb ut-Tahrir, which 
preaches a radical brand 
of the Islamic faith but has 
renounced violent meth¬ 
ods, is banned in Russia 
and several Central Asian 
nations. □

With far too few buses avail¬ 
able in Slovenia to cope,

UK rolls out red carpet for China’s Xi 
on contentious state visit

LONDON (AP) — Chi¬ 
na's leader quoted Chi¬ 
nese proverbs and William 
Shakespeare while Britain's 
prime minister hailed a 
“golden age" between the 
two nations as a state visit 
festooned with regal pamp 
and pageantry was shad- 
awed by concerns about 
national security, human 
rights and eccncmic rivalry. 
President Xi Jinping's trip, 
years in the making, aimed 
to cement deals giving Brit¬ 
ain a vast new pool of in¬ 
vestment and China great¬ 
er access to European mar¬ 
kets. 

But as Xi was weiccmed 
Tuesday as an hcncred 
guest at Buckingham Pal¬ 
ace and Parliament, crit¬ 
ics warned that Britain was 
taking a risk by ccurting 


Beijing so aggressively. 

“If you act like a panting 
puppy, the object cf ycur 
attenticn is geing tc think 
they have got you on a 
leash,” James McGregor, 
a China expert at ccnsult- 
ing firm APCO, tcid the 
BBC. 

Some British politicians, 
businesspecpie and unicn 
members are alarmed by 
growing Chinese invest¬ 
ment in key sectors of the 
British economy, including 
nuclear pewer, and by Chi¬ 
nese competition in areas 
such as steel production. 
Hundreds of U.K. steel lay¬ 
offs were announced Tues¬ 
day, the first full day cf 
Xi's feur-day visit, in a crisis 
that manufacturers blame 
on China selling steel at a 
less cn wcrid markets to se¬ 
cure its own market share. 
Prime Minister David Cam- 


eren is under pressure to 
confront Xi about the steel 
industry and human rights, 
but China's leader was 
weiccmed to London with 
lavish traditicn and military 
pemp — a genre at which 
bath Britain and China ex¬ 
cel. 

Xi was greeted with a 41- 
gun artillery salute before 
being driven to Bucking¬ 
ham Palace, where he and 
his wife Peng Liyuan will 
stay, in a gilded carriage 
drawn by white horses. 
Thousands lined the route 
to see Xi go by. Demonstra¬ 
tors from human rights and 
pre-Tibet groups jostled 
with a much larger group 
of Xi well-wishers whose 
chants cf “China! China!” 
drewned cut their rivals’ 
sheuts cf “Shame!” and 
“Free Tibet!”Q

LONDON (AP) — Manufacturer Tata Steel announced 
1,200 job cuts in the U.K. on Tuesday, undersccring 
the damage caused by cheap Chinese imports and 
threwing a shreud ever a state visit by Chinese Presi¬ 
dent Xi Jinping designed to usher in a “golden era” cf 
relaticns between the countries. 

Tata blamed the layoffs in northern England and Sect- 
land cn a “ficed cf cheap imparts, particularly frem 
China,” aicng with high electricity casts and the strong 
pound. 

Though the cuts had been rumored for days, the tim¬ 
ing of the announcement — on the first full day cf Xi’s 
visit — seemed designed to win maximum attenticn. 
“The U.K. steel industry is struggling for survival in the 
face of extremely challenging market conditions,” Karl 
Kcehler, chief executive of Tata’s Eurepean epera- 
tiens, said in a statement. “This industry has a crucial 
rale tc play in rebalancing the U.K. economy, but we 
need a fairer system to encourage growth.” 

The British government is under pressure to raise the is¬ 
sue of China selling steel at a less cn wcrid markets. Ta¬ 
ta’s decisicn acmes only weeks after Sahaviriyc Steel 
Industries announced the closure of its plant in Red- 
car, casting 2,200 jebs. Anctherfirm, Capcrc Industries, 
went into partial administretien cn Mcnday, threaten¬ 
ing hundreds more jobs. 

China’s steel exports are “certainly cne cf the things 
we’ll be talking abcut,” Fcreign Secretary Philip Ham- 
mend tcid the BBC on Tuesday, while stressing that 
increased Chinese investment will stimulate the British 
economy and create jobs. 

The oversupply of steel on the world market has led to 
lower prices, and the European Unicn is trying tc en¬ 
sure that Chinese steel is fairly priced by imposing anti¬ 
dumping duties, Hammond said. 

But Kcehler called on the European Cemmissien, the 
EU’s governing body, to do “much, much mere to 
deal with unfairly traded imports.” 

“Inaction threatens the future of the entire European 
steel industry,” he said. 

China will net be surprised by a government raising 
ccncerns abcut a naticnal industry, said Damian Tc- 
bin, a lecturer in Chinese Business and Management 
at SOAS University of London. But the timing of the an¬ 
nouncement will pressure Britain tc add the steel issue 
to discussions on trade, nuclear pewer and high speed 
rail. 

“China is willing tc talk abcut these things,” Tobin said. 
“(The question) is whether the U.K government is pre¬ 
pared to bring up these issues when they would rather 
talk abcut business. Being pragmatic suits the Chinese

American tourist dies after zip line faii in Puerto Rico

SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico 
(AP)-A 56-year-old cruise 
ship passenger from New 
Mexico has died after fall¬ 
ing from a zip line in Puerto 
Rico, police said Tuesday, 
prompting calls for great¬ 
er oversight of adventure 
tours in the U.S. territory. 


Police said Marsha 
Boekeloo fell 20 feet (6 me¬ 
ters) from the line at the 
Hacienda Campo Rico just 
east of the capital of San 
Juan.

A manag¬ 
er at the Maurices cloth¬ 
ing store where the victim 


worked in Rio Rancho, 
New Mexico, confirmed 
her identity but declined to 
give her name and com¬ 
pany officials did not return 
messages for comment. 
Police said Boekeloo could 
not move her legs and 
complained of chest pain 
after falling. She died at a 
hospital hours loter.The tour 


was organized by Ecoquest 
Adventures & Tours, o Son 
Juon-bosed tour company 
that specializes in zip lin¬ 
ing, rappelling and hiking, 
among other things. Owner 
Ivon Purcell told The Asso¬ 
ciated Press that the pork 
will remain closed until on 
independent investigation 
into the death is finalized. 


“We ore in communication 
with the woman’s family,'' 
he said, and denied police 
reports that the compa¬ 
ny delaying reporting the 
death.

HAVANA (AP) — The Cu¬ 
ban street artist known as 
El Sexto was freed Tuesday 
after spending 10 months 
behind bars for attempt¬ 
ing to set free in a public 
park two pigs painted with 
the names of the country’s 
highest leaders. 
International human rights 
groups called his case a 
vivid demonstration of how 
Cuba’s harsh limits on free 
expression remain in full 
force despite its economic 
opening and detente with 
the United States. 
Maldonado, 33, was ar¬ 
rested o week after the 
declaration of detente last 
year as he drove toward 
Havana’s Central Park in 
a rented car with two pigs 
covered with green paint 
and the names Fidel and 
Raul in red, in mockery 
of Cuba’s revolutionary 
leader Fidel Castro and his 
brother who has led the 
country since 2008. 

Until recently, Maldona¬ 
do’s case had drawn less 
attention than that of ex¬ 


patriate Cuban artist Tania 
Bruguero, who was briefly 
arrested and hod her pass¬ 
port confiscated after she 
tried to convene a free 
speech forum in Cuba’s 
Plaza of the Revolution 
shortly after Dec. 17. Bru- 
guera has since had her 
passport returned and left 
Cuba. 

But in recent months. Am¬ 
nesty International and 
other human rights group 
began calling for Maldo¬ 
nado’s release and de¬ 
scribing his case as a test 
of Cuba’s openness to dis¬ 
sent. His detention showed 
that “there are some topics 
and themes that journal¬ 
ists and writers know they 
can’t touch,” said Elizardo 
Sanchez, head of Cuba’s 
non-governmental Cuban 
Commission for Human 
Rights and National Recon¬ 
ciliation. 

Maldonado told The Asso¬ 
ciated Press that he had 
been held without charge 
since Dec. 25 “simply be¬ 
cause I made fun of the 
highest leaders of this revo¬ 
lution.” 


“I was in prison this morning 
and they told me to get my 
things and I obeyed,” Mal¬ 
donado said. “Afterward 
they told that they were fi¬ 
nally going to set me free.” 


Cuba has been gradually 
loosening central control 
of the economy and al¬ 
lowing slightly more open 
discourse in state-run me¬ 
dia and an art world that 


requires state approval 
for everything from gallery 
and theater space to per¬ 
mission to import materials. 
The country’s leaders re¬ 
main sacrosanct however, 
and attempts at political 
organization or question¬ 
ing of the country’s single¬ 
party system are met with 
swift and harsh condem¬ 
nation. 

While never formally 
charged, Maldonado was 
accused of the crime of 
disrespect toward gov¬ 
ernment officials, o viola¬ 
tion that can bring o 1- to 
3-year sentence under Cu¬ 
ban law. 

“We are very happy to 
learn that in the end he is 
being freed,” said Robin 
Guittard, Caribbean cam¬ 
paigner for Amnesty Inter¬ 
national. “He’s just an art¬ 
ist who tried to do an art 
show, to use his legitimate 
right to freedom of expres¬ 
sion. That should never 
lead people to be sent to 
prison. That’s a very cold 
reminder of what’s the situ¬ 
ation of freedom of expres¬ 
sion today in Cuba.”Q 


Brazil pulls out of crucial electoral mission to Venezuela

CARACAS, Venezuela (AP) 

— Brazil is pulling out of o 
South American mission 
to observe crucial legisla¬ 
tive elections in Venezuela 
over what it soys o lack of 
guarantees by the socialist 
government and its veto of 
the choice to head the del¬ 
egation. 

Brazil’s highest electoral 
tribunal said Tuesday that 
o months-long attempt to 
organize a mission under 
the auspices of the Union 
of South American Nations 
had been frustrated by 


Venezuela’s refusal to ac¬ 
cept the group’s choice of 
Brazilian jurist and politician 
Nelson Jobim to lead the 
mission. 

The decision by Latin Amer¬ 
ica’s largest democracy to 
pull its support comes as 
pressure is building on Presi¬ 
dent Nicolas Moduro to al¬ 
low outside observation of 
what’s shaping up to be o 
hard-fought contest that 
already has some on both 
sides talking of fraud by 
their opponents. 

For the first time since the 
late Hugo Chavez kicked 
off Venezuela’s revolution 


16 years ago, the opposition 
is heavily favored in nation¬ 
al polls to win the Decem¬ 
ber 6 election and could 
seek to leverage o victory 
to cut short Moduro’s term 
before it ends in 2019. But 
the government’s domina¬ 
tion of the airwaves, bigger 
campaign war chest and 
a complicated electoral 
system that gives a bigger 
voice to rural areas where 
the opposition has less influ¬ 
ence are all likely to make 
the balloting close. 

Brazil’s autonomous tribu¬ 
nal said that Jobim, who 
served as former leftist 


President Luiz Inacio Lula 
da Silva’s defense minister, 
had widespread support 
among the 12-nation Un- 
asur. 

The tribunal also accused 
Venezuela of dragging its 
feet in approving a propos¬ 
al that would’ve guided 
its external auditing of the 
country’s electronic vot¬ 
ing system and verification 
that environment for cam¬ 
paigning was fair. 

“With less than two months 
from the elections, an ade¬ 
quate observation is unfea¬ 
sible,” it said in a statement. 
Venezuela’s National Elec¬ 


toral Council didn’t imme¬ 
diately comment when 
contacted by The Associ¬ 
ated Press. 

Venezuela’s main opposi¬ 
tion alliance has decried 
the lack of outside obser¬ 
vation, refusing last week 
to sign o document com¬ 
mitting political parties to 
recognize the results over 
Maduro’s failure to invite 
missions from the European 
Union and Washington- 
based Organization of 
American States, both of 
which are pushing along 
with the U.S. for greater out¬ 
side scrutiny.Q

Jeanty Masier makes no 
pretense of actually car¬ 
ing about any of the can¬ 
didates competing in Sun¬ 
day’s first round of presi¬ 
dential elections, but he’s 
happy to support any of 
them — for a price. 


“I don’t know much about 
these political people. But 
they promised to pay me 
something, so I’m trying to 
do some work,” said Masi¬ 
er, a struggling 24-year-old 
resident of a hillside slum 
overlooking downtown 
Port-au-Prince, where the 
presidential palace stood 
until it pancaked in a dev¬ 
astating 2010 quake. 

It’s campaign season 
again in Haiti, which means 
a frenzy of activity not just 
for the numerous politicians 
jockeying for power but 
also the droves of young 
slum residents like Masier 
who’ve never held any 
kind of steady job and are 


willing to do just about any¬ 
thing for meager reward. 
For a few weeks at least, 
there’s the promise of regu¬ 
lar money to be made as 
human billboards, protest¬ 
ers for hire or paid shills for 
candidates amid a nation¬ 
al election that features 54 
presidential candidates, 
only a handful of whom 
have even faint name rec¬ 
ognition among the vast 
majority of the population. 
Money floods political 
campaigns in countries 
around the globe, but 
Haiti’s flourishing if small- 
scale election economy is 
particularly striking for the 
country’s extensive poverty 


and the sheer numbers of 
jobless young people who 
have to hustle to eke out a 
living. 

For even the vaguest hint 
of a little cash and a few 
swigs of rum, recruits will 
dutifully show up to cheer 
at rallies, spray-paint slo¬ 
gans on walls, paper the 
city with campaign post¬ 
ers or deface those of a 
competitor. Some will even 
stage violent demonstra¬ 
tions, stuff ballot boxes or 
make them disappear on 
election day if political or¬ 
ganizers shell out enough 
to make it worth their while. 
At a recent presidential 
campaign rally in down¬ 
town Port-au-Prince, doz¬ 
ens of young men shoved 
and elbowed in a scrum, 
neck veins bulging, as they 
vied for campaign T-shirts 
and perhaps the chance 
to carry candidate Steeve 
Khawly to the stage. 

A group who had already 
secured shirts leaned 
on motorbikes nearby. 
Frantzdy Thomas, 29, said 
he was promised some 
kind of compensation if he 
recruited buddies from his 
neighborhood to support 
the businessman’s cam¬ 
paign. He said he hoped to 
get a construction job and 
was willing to take orders 
in hopes that a Khawly vic¬ 
tory could lead to steady 
work.“Whatever the leader 
tells us to do, we will do. 
If he tells us to take to the 
streets and mobilize, we will 
do that.

said. His friends nodded 
their heads in agreement. 
This year’s unprecedented 
three rounds of balloting 
will pick Haiti’s next presi¬ 
dent, two-thirds of the Sen¬ 
ate, the entire 119-member 
Chamber of Deputies and 
numerous local offices. The 
Oct. 25 vote is expected to 
clear the sprawling presi¬ 
dential field for a runoff 
Dec. 27 between the top 
two finishers. 

Celso Amorim, chief of the 
Organization of American 
States’ electoral observa¬ 
tion mission to Haiti, said re¬ 
cently that the vote could 
constitute “a historic mo¬ 
ment” for the long-troubled 
country still recovering from 
the 2010 quake. 

But after years of merce¬ 
nary campaigning and 
broken promises by politi¬ 
cal leaders, it’s hard to find 
many impoverished citi¬ 
zens of Haiti who are con¬ 
fident their ballots could 
make a difference. A 
messy first round of legisla¬ 
tive elections in August got 
a national turnout of just 18 
percent. 

“Politics is essentially a busi¬ 
ness in Haiti, unfortunately, 
and it’s very self-serving,” 
said Robert Fatten, a Hai¬ 
tian-born politics professor 
at the University of Virginia 
and the author of “The 
Roots of Haitian Despo¬ 
tism.” ”lt’s a way of getting 
the resources of the state, 
and it’s a way of making

Woods says 
recovery 
will be ‘long 
and tedious’

MEXICO CITY (AP) — Tiger 
Woods has not started re¬ 
habilitation for a second 
bock surgery he hod a 
month ago, and he said 
Tuesday he would face an¬ 
other “tedious and long" 
process that suggests it 
might be awhile before he 
competes again. 

Woods lost played at the 
Wyndhom Champion on 
Aug. 23, where he tied for 
10th for his best finish at a 
PGA Tour event in nearly 
two years. 

In a surprise announce¬ 
ment Sept. 18, he said he 
hod a second bock sur¬ 
gery after doctors during a 
routine check discovered 
a fragmented disc pinch¬ 
ing a nerve. Woods hod his 
first surgery just before the 
2014 Masters and missed 
nearly three months. He 
said later he come bock 
too early.

Woods hasn’t won since 
the 2013 Bridgestone Invi¬ 
tational for his 79th career 
win on the PGA Tour, just 
three short of the record 
held by Sam Snead. 

For most of his career, 
the record with which he 
was compared was Jock 
Nicklous and his 18 profes¬ 
sional majors. Woods won 
his 14th major at the 2008 
U.S. Open, and hod recon¬ 
structive surgery on his left 
knee a week later. 

Woods turn 40 in Decem¬ 
ber. Nicklous won only 
three of his 18 majors after 
he turned 40. 

Woods, who dropped to 
No. 334 in the world rank¬ 
ing this week, has not given 
up on catching Nicklous.

He just figures he will hove 
to ploy like Vijoy Singh, who 
won 22 times (but only one 
major) in his 40s.

Murray, Carroll lead Eagles to 27-7 win over Giants

PHILADELPHIA (AP) - A te¬ 
nacious defense bailed out 
Sam Bradford and made Eli 
Manning miserable. 
DeMarco Murray ran for 109 
yards and a touchdown, 
Nolan Carroll returned one 
of Manning’s two intercep¬ 
tions for o score and the 
Philadelphia Eagles beat 
the New York Giants 27-7 
Monday night. 

The Eagles had three take¬ 
aways, sacked Manning 
three times and forced two 
intentional grounding pen¬ 
alties. 

“All the credit goes to 
them,” Bradford said of 
Philadelphia’s defense. 
“It seemed like every time 
we needed a stop or a big 
play, they created a lot of 
turnovers tonight. That al¬ 
ways gives us a lot of mo¬ 
mentum and always gives 
us juice.” 

Bradford threw for 280 yards 
with a 32-yard TD pass to Ri¬ 
ley Cooper, but had three 
interceptions to keep New 
York in the game. The Gi¬ 
ants got zero points off the 
turnovers. 

“We were stagnant,” Gi¬ 
ants coach Tom Coughlin 
said. “They did more with 
their opportunities than we 
did.” 

The Eagles (3-3) have won 
two straight to move from 
last place in the NFC East 
into a tie for first with the Gi¬ 
ants (3-3). The teams meet 
again in Week 17. 

Neither team looked sharp 
in front of a prime-time au¬ 
dience. They combined 
for seven turnovers and 21 
penalties. 

“That’s bad football,” 
Coughlin said. 

The Giants gave the Eagles 
first downs on o roughing- 
the-passer penalty and a 



running-into-the-kick- 
er penalty to keep 
both of their TD drives 
going. 

Wearing all-block uni¬ 
forms for the third time 
in franchise history, 
the Eagles got off to 
another slow start. 

Manning completed 
his first 10 passes, in¬ 
cluding a 13-yard TD 
pass to Odell Beck¬ 
ham Jr. for o 7-0 lead. 

But things went down¬ 
hill for Manning from 
there. 

The Eagles took a 14-7 
lead in the second 
quarter when Car- 
roll jumped in front of 
a pass intended for 
Dwayne Harris and 
ran it back untouched 
for his first career TD. 
“Terrible read by me, 
bad decision to make 
that throw,” Manning 
said. “I should have 
gone to my next guys 
in my progression.” 

After Nikita Whitlock 
ran into punter Don¬ 
nie Jones to give Phil¬ 
adelphia a first down 
at its 28, Murray took 
over. He had two runs 
of 11 yards each and 
finished off the drive 
with a 12-yard TD run 
to give Philadelphia a 
24-7 lead in the third quar¬ 
ter. 

Murray had his best game 
since joining the Eagles af¬ 
ter a record-breaking sea¬ 
son in Dallas. The All-Pro led 
the NFL in rushing last year 
and broke Emmitt Smith’s 
single-season club record, 
but has struggled in Phila¬ 
delphia. He entered the 
game with 130 yards this 
season. 

“We know we have o long 
way to go,” Murray said. 
The Eagles were 1-3 before 
a 39-17 win over the New

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U.S. appeals court rules in favor of Google’s online library

NEW YORK (AP) — Google 
is not violating copyright 
lows by digitizing millions 
of books so it con provide 
small portions of them to 
the public, a federal ap¬ 
peals court ruled Friday in a 
decodelong dispute by au¬ 
thors worried that the proj¬ 
ect would spoil the market 
for their work. 

The 2nd U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals in Manhattan 
agreed with a judge who 
concluded that the snip¬ 
pets Google showed cus¬ 
tomers from its database 
was a transformative use 
of the information and thus 
did not violate copyright 
laws. 

Judge Denny Chin ruled 
in November 2013 that 
Google’s digitization of 
over 20 million books, most¬ 
ly out-of-print titles, did not 
violate copyrights because 
the Mountain View, Califor¬ 
nia-based company only 
showed short sections of 
the books in its database. 
Chin had said it would be 
difficult for anyone to read 
any of the works in their 
entirety by repeatedly en¬ 
tering different search re¬ 
quests. 

In an opinion written by 
Judge Pierre N. Leval, the 


appeals court agreed, 
saying the snippet fea¬ 
ture “substantially protects 
against its serving as an ef¬ 
fectively competing substi¬ 
tute for plaintiffs’ books.” 

It added: “Snippet view, at 
best and after a large com¬ 
mitment of manpower, pro¬ 
duces discontinuous, tiny 
fragments, amounting in 
the aggregate to no more 
than 16% of a book. This 
does not threaten the rights 


holders with any significant 
harm to the value of their 
copyrights or diminish their 
harvest of copyright rev¬ 
enue.” 

The three-judge appeals 
panel did acknowledge, 
though, that some book 
sales would likely be lost 
if someone were merely 
searching for a portion of 
text to ascertain a fact. 

The Authors Guild and 
various authors had chal¬ 


lenged Google in 2005, 
contending that the digi¬ 
tal book project violated 
their rights. Writers includ¬ 
ed Jim Bouton, author of 
the best-seller “Ball Four,” 
Betty Miles, author of “The 
Trouble with Thirteen,” and 
Joseph Goulden, author 
of “The Superlawyers: The 
Small and Powerful World 
of Great Washington Law 
Firms.” 

Google Inc. has made digi¬ 


tal copies of tens of millions 
of books from major re¬ 
search libraries and estab¬ 
lished a publicly available 
search function. It planned 
ultimately to scan over 100 
million books, including 
material from the New York 
Public Library, Library of 
Congress and several ma¬ 
jor universities. 

The appeals court said 
Google’s profit motivation 
does not justify denial of 
something that overall en¬ 
hances public knowledge. 
“Many of the most univer¬ 
sally accepted forms of fair 
use, such as news reporting 
and commentary, quota¬ 
tion in historical or analytic 
books, reviews of books, 
and performances, as well 
as parody, are all normal¬ 
ly done commercially for 
profit,” the court noted. 

The appeals panel said it 
recognized that libraries 
that had negotiated with 
Google to receive digital 
copies from the company 
might use them in an in¬ 
fringing manner. It said that 
could expose the libraries 
and Google to liability but 
called it “sheer specula¬ 
tion” to raise the issue now. 
Lawyers did not immedi¬ 
ately return messages seek¬ 
ing comment.Q 


GM says Chevy Bolt electric range could be over 200 miles

WARREN, Mich. (AP) — Gen¬ 
eral Motors’ entry into the 
long-range electric vehicle 
market should be able to 
go more than 200 miles on 
a single charge, company 
officials said Tuesday. 

The company also plans 
to market the Chevrolet 
Bolt, a small hatchback car 
due out late next year, as 
a crossover SUV as it tries 


to take advantage of the 
global thirst for SUVs. 

The comments were made 
at an event at GM’s tech¬ 
nical center north of Detroit 
announcing joint develop¬ 
ment efforts with LG Elec¬ 
tronics of Korea to design 
the Bolt’s electric motor, 
heating and air condition¬ 
ing system, infotainment 
screen and other compo¬ 
nents. LG Chem already 
has worked with GM on the 
battery design. 


GM’s 200-mile range es¬ 
timate for the Bolt is a bit 
conservative, product de¬ 
velopment chief Mark Re- 
uss told reporters, without 
giving a number. 

GM unveiled the Bolt early 
this year as it tries to com¬ 
pete with Tesla Motors and 
other automakers that are 
working on long-range 
electrics. Many industry 
watchers see the 200-mile 
range as making battery- 


powered cars more ap¬ 
pealing to the masses. 
Reuss said the partner¬ 
ship with LG Chem and LG 
electronics enabled GM 
to overcome range, price 
and utility limitations that 
have hampered main¬ 
stream electric car sales in 
the past. The Bolt will cost 
under $30,000 including a 
$7,500 federal electric car 
tax credit. At that price, the 
car would be in the range 
of Tesla’s planned Model III, 


which also would go about 
200 miles per charge. The 
car is due out in 2017. 
Currently Tesla’s Model S se¬ 
dan can go up to 270 miles 
per charge, but it starts at 
more than $70,000. 

Pam Fletcher, GM’s ex¬ 
ecutive chief engineer for 
electric vehicles, said the 
company will try to get the 
Bolt classified as an SUV be¬ 
cause it has the “spacious¬ 
ness and utility” of a larger 
vehicle. □

AP: Yum Brands 
plans to spin off 
China business

NEW YORK (AP) — The 

owner of KFC, Pizza Hut 
and Taco Bell plans to spin 
off its China business into a 
separate, publicly traded 
company. 

Yum Brands has had trou¬ 
ble with its China business. 
Earlier this month the Louis¬ 
ville, Kentucky-based com- 
pany cut its profit outlook 
for the year, citing a slow- 
er-than-expected come¬ 
back for its China division. 
In the latest quarter. Yum 
Brands reported that sales 
in China rose just 2 percent 
at established locations. 
Yum has been trying to win 
back customers after neg¬ 
ative publicity stemming 
from food supply contro¬ 
versies. 

The company has said 
that part of the difficulties 
in China are due to a mix 
of external factors, such as 
the Chinese economy, as 
well as internal issues, such 
as the execution of mar¬ 
keting for Pizza Hut. 

The announcement of the 
planned split comes just 
five days after Yum Brands 
named activist investor 
Keith Meister to its board. 
Meister is the founder and 
managing partner of Cor- 
vex Management, one of 
Yum’s largest shareholders 
with nearly 5 percent of 
the company’s common 
stock. Meister previously 
said that he’d been in a 
“constructive dialogue” 
with Yum’s board and 
management over the 
past several manths. 

News of Yum’s separation 
plan come as not much of 
a surprise, given the prob¬ 
lems in China and the fact 
that the company had 
said just days ago that it 
was close to completing a 
review of its strategic op¬ 
tions, including potential 
changes to its corporate 
structure. 

Yum Brands said Tues¬ 
day that it believes the 
China business, which will 
be called Yum China af- 
ter the separation, could 
grow from its current 6,900 
restaurants to more than 
20,000 restaurants in the fu¬ 
ture. □

NEW YORK (AP) — Ama¬ 
zon plans to hire 100,000 
people for the holidays, o

The online retailer said 
Tuesday that it will be hiring 
across the country for jobs 
in its fulfillment and sorting 
facilities. The Seattle com¬ 


pany recently hired more 
than 25,000 people for 
regular, full-time positions. 
It hired 80,000 workers last 
year for the holidays. 
Amazon stands out among 
retailers, with holiday hiring 
expected to remain largely 
unchanged, according to 
a report from Challenger, 
Gray & Christmas. 

“It used to be that the bulk 
of holiday hires would be in 
customer-facing positions 


on the soles floor and be¬ 
hind the cash register, said 
CEO said John Challenger. 
“These extra workers would 
also help pick up the slock 
in the backroom, helping 
to receive and stock in¬ 
creased deliveries. Now, os 
more and more shopping is 
completed online, the holi¬ 
day hiring is shifting away 
from stores and into the 
warehouses.” 

A mixed hiring picture from 


retailers is emerging during 
o dicey period for the U.S. 
Labor Department report¬ 
ed earlier this month that 
o sharp slowdown in hir¬ 
ing occurred in Septem¬ 
ber.

The NRF does 
expect online spending 
to increase 6 percent to 8 
percent to $105 billion. On¬ 
line soles grew 5.8 percent 
during lost year’s holiday

Yahoo’s revenue slips again in 3Q as turnaround falters

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — Yo- 

hoo’s revenue is still evap¬ 
orating three years into 
CEO Morisso Mayer’s turn¬ 
around attempt, magnify¬ 
ing worries that the Internet 
company will be stuck in o 
financial sinkhole otter spin¬ 
ning off its lucrative stoke in 
China’s Alibaba Group. 

A third-quarter report re¬ 
leased Tuesday showed 
Yahoo took another step 
backward during the sum¬ 
mer os its revenue slipped 
8 percent from the some 
time last year to $1 billion. 
The figure reflects how 
much revenue that Yahoo 
keeps after paying its ad¬ 
vertising partners — o bill 
that has been climbing 
since the company struck 
o deal late lost year to 
serve os the built-in search 
engine in the U.S. on the 
Firefox browser. 

It marked the ninth time in 
the post 11 quarters that 
Yahoo’s net revenue has 


declined or remained un¬ 
changed from the previous 
year. Meanwhile, revenue 
at Yahoo rivals Google, 
Focebook and Twitter has 
been steadily surging as 
advertiser spend more of 
their marketing budgets 
on the Internet. Analysts 
are projecting third-quarter 
revenue increases ranging 
from 14 percent to 55 per¬ 
cent at Google, Focebook 
and Twitter when those 
companies report their re¬ 
sults during the next two 
weeks. Yahoo’s earnings 
also plunged 99 percent 
to $76 million, or 8 cents 
per share, during the three 
months ended in Septem¬ 
ber. The steep decline re¬ 
flected huge windfall that 
Yahoo pocketed from sell¬ 
ing some of its stock in the 
Chinese company’s initial 
public offering. If not for ex¬ 
penses covering employee 
stock options and other op¬ 
tions, Yahoo said it would 
hove earned 15 cents 
per shore to match the 


estimates of analysts sur¬ 
veyed by Zocks Investment 
Research. Yahoo’s stock 
dipped 38 cents to $32.45 
in extended trading otter 
the numbers come out. 
Investors ore now focused 


on the tote of Yahoo’s plan 
to place its remaining Al¬ 
ibaba holdings — 384 mil¬ 
lion shares currently worth 
about $28 billion — into o 
new company called Aob- 
oco ttoldings. Yahoo is do¬ 


ing the spin-off os port of o 
plan to prevent the remain¬ 
ing profits from its $1 billion 
investment in Alibaba from 
being taxed in the U.S., but 
it’s now unclear whether 
that will pan out.Q 


Russell Simmons’ card glitch keeps thousands from their cash

NEW YORK (AP) — Thou¬ 
sands of customers of pre¬ 
paid debit cards backed 
by hip-hop mogul Russell 
Simmons remain without 
access to their money 
more than o week after 
technical problems first be¬ 
gan plaguing the cords. 
Customers of the so-called 
RushCord, o pre-poid debit 
cord aimed mostly at peo¬ 
ple without bonk accounts, 
soy they hove missed cor 
payments and worse. Some 
say they hove been unable 
to purchase food or impor¬ 


tant items for their families. 
“I’ve hod to depend on 
my sister to buy things for 
my child,” said Deondra 
Slater, a 31-year-old single 
mom from Chicago, who 
hasn’t been able to access 
her child support money. “I 
shouldn’t hove to rely on 
her.” 

The problems with the Rush- 
Cord started October 12, 
when o software upgrade 
in the card’s transaction 
processing system caused 
many RushCord accounts 
to show o zero balance or 
left customers unable to 
access to their funds. The 


company soys the software 
glitch was mostly resolved 
over the weekend, though 
thousands remain affect¬ 
ed. The company says that 
even if customers ore un¬ 
able to get at their money, 
it remains safely housed in 
MetoBonk, the custodian 
bonk used by RushCord. 
MetoBonk is insured by the 
Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corp. 

The money may be there, 
but that does little good 
when people can’t get it. 
RushCord customers hove 
flooded the company’s 
customer service lines, its 


Focebook page and hove 
messaged Simmons on 
Twitter, pleading for access 
to their money. 

“I was fortunate that I hod 
some money stored away, 
but that money has dwin¬ 
dled away,” said Daniel 
Sites, o 29-year-old single 
father of three from Adrian, 
Pennsylvania. 

Sites, who works for o com¬ 
pany that mokes military- 
grade gloss, wasn’t able 
to open o traditional bonk 
account because of credit 
problems stemming from o 
divorce. He got o RushCord 
in February, partly because 


the card hod been around 
for so long that he trusted it. 
“I sow RushCord as being 
stable and the best,” he 
said. Now, he soys: “I’ve 
spent hours upon hours on 
hold being lied to, hung up 
on and so on.” 

Simmons, who started the 
company and threw his 
name and brand behind 
the cord, has been ac¬ 
tive on Twitter and other 
social medio and soys he 
has been talking with cus¬ 
tomers to help resolve their 
problems, according to 
messages posted in his ac¬ 
counts. □

Monarchs get help from unlikely source: California’s drought

VISTA, Calif. (AP) — In Cali¬ 
fornia’s drought, the strug¬ 
gling monarch butterfly 
may have found a sprin¬ 
kling of hope. 

Suburban homeowners rip¬ 
ping out thirsty lawns ore 
dotting their new drought- 
tolerant landscapes with 
milkweed native to Califor¬ 
nia’s deserts and chaparral 
— plants that have the po¬ 
tential to help save water 
and monarchs at the same 
time, because the female 
monarch will only lay her 
eggs on milkweed. 

Overall numbers of the ma¬ 
jestic black-and-orange 
butterflies have dropped 
from 1 billion to fewer than 
60 million over the past two 
decades as milkweed na¬ 
tionwide has fallen prey to 
development and pesti¬ 
cides. 

Earlier this year, the U.S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service an¬ 
nounced $1.2 million starter 
investment to restore habi¬ 
tat; other national projects 
aim to distribute milkweed 
seeds by mail and build da¬ 
tabases of breeding habi¬ 
tats as alarm grows. Wheth¬ 
er by choice or by chance, 
ecologists hope California 
gardeners looking to save 
water can provide a boost 
to the butterflies on the 
West Coast. 

“This is a really important 
way to provide really im¬ 
portant habitat for a really 
important butterfly,” said 
Greg Rubin, president of 


California’s Own Native 
Landscape Design, Inc. 
Nurseries are increasingly 
stocking multiple varieties 
of native milkweed and 
catering to customers who 
want to be drought savvy 
but also want to attract 


butterflies. 

Business was up 50 per¬ 
cent this season at Tom 
Merriman’s native plants 
nursery in Vista, California. 
Five years ago, Merriman 
didn’t sell milkweed at all; 
this summer, he sold more 
than 14,000 plants and 
is shipping truckloads of 
seedlings all over California 
and other bone-dry West¬ 
ern states like Arizona, New 


Mexico and Utah. 

Dozens of monarchs flit 
through a butterfly atrium 
he built next to his green¬ 
houses and sometimes 
sneak inside his greenhous¬ 
es to lay eggs on plants 
awaiting sale. 


“If you plant it, they will 
come,” said Merriman, 
who has a greenhouse 
stuffed with 8,000 milkweed 
of a dozen types. “We had 
chrysalises on shovels, we 
had them on wheelbar¬ 
rows. They were up in the 
nursery on palm trees. They 
were everywhere, under 
tables. We were releasing 
500 caterpillars a week on 
native milkweed.” 


Anya Shortridge bought a 
few milkweed plants last 
year for her drought gar¬ 
den. 

Now, she grows more than 
100 milkweeds and care¬ 
fully scons them for mi¬ 
croscopic monarch eggs. 


When the eggs hatch, she 
feeds the tiny black-, gold- 
ond white-striped caterpil¬ 
lars until they disappear 
into a shimmering, light 
green chrysalis where the 
mysterious transformation 
into a butterfly occurs. 

This season, she and her 
husband have released 
more than 100 butterflies 
into the wild. 

A sign in front of her house 


on a San Diego hilltop des¬ 
ignates her garden as a 
“monarch waystation.” 
“We’re finding eggs - mon¬ 
arch eggs - on the under¬ 
side of our milkweed leaves 
all the time, so if I wanted to 
I could probably raise thou¬ 
sands,” said Shortridge, 
who coos and cajoles the 
butterflies as if they were 
her children. 

Some experts, however, 
are worried that California 
homeowners who plant 
milkweed might actually 
do harm by trying to do 
good. 

That’s because many gar¬ 
deners unwittingly choose 
tropical — or so-called “ex¬ 
otic” — milkweed because 
of its colorful pink and yel¬ 
low flowers. 

The plants are more attrac¬ 
tive than the desert variet¬ 
ies but could interfere with 
the monarch’s famed mi¬ 
gration. 

Native milkweeds go dor¬ 
mant in the winter, leaving 
the butterflies no choice 
but to complete their mi¬ 
gratory journey. But the 
tropical varieties bloom — 
and provide o place to lay 
eggs — all year, distracting 
the females and interrupt¬ 
ing migration patterns. 
Millions of North American 
monarchs travel from the 
eastern and central Unit¬ 
ed States and Canada to 
Mexico each winter, while 
a smaller number travel 
through the western U.S. 
to winter along California’s 
Central Coast.□

Twitter said there were 
more than 17,000 tweets 
a minute when the trailer 
aired Monday night and 
over 1.1 million tweets since 
then. 

Facebook reported that 
1.3 million people had 2.1 
million interactions related 
to “Star Wars” within the first 
hour of the trailer screen¬ 
ing. Even Mark Zuckerberg 
commented on the official 
fan page, writing “this looks 
amazing. I love Star Wars.” 
It didn’t take a Jedi to no¬ 
tice that Luke Skywalker 
was missing from the pro¬ 
mo. 

The ads have focused 
mainly on new characters 



such as Daisy Ridley’s Rey 
and John Boyega’s Finn. 
But the clips also have stra¬ 
tegically teased out the re¬ 
turn of original characters 
such as Flarrison Ford’s Flan 
Solo and Carrie Fisher’s 
Princess Leia. 

Mark Flamill’s Luke Skywalk¬ 
er is nowhere to be seen — 
in full at least. 

Fans have heard Luke’s 
voice and seen what is 
presumed to be his gloved 
hand on R2-D2, but his 
conspicuous absence 
from the most recent trailer 
and the official poster had 
many Twitter users asking 
#whereisluke and wonder¬ 
ing what that means for his 
character. 

Director J.J. Abrams is 
somewhat notorious for 
keeping the plots to his films 
under wraps, and “Star 
Wars: The Force Awakens” 
has been no different. 

The 2-minute, 35-second 
spot debuted during ES¬ 
PN’s “Monday Night Foot¬ 
ball” halftime and was

made available online im¬ 
mediately after. Overnight 
ratings for the game show 
a definite viewing spike 


during halftime, 
suggesting that 
many tuned in 
solely for the 
trailer, not the 
Giants-Eagles 
game. 

Tickets for the 
“The Force Awak¬ 
ens,” out Dec. 
18, went on sale 
earlier Monday, 
causing sites like 
Fandango and 
MovieTic kets. 
com to experi¬ 
ence intermittent 
crashes as a re¬ 
sult of demand. 
The initial fervor 
has dissipated, 
though, and sites 
seemed to be 
back up and run¬ 
ning and getting 
fans their tickets. 
AMC theaters 
are also selling 
tickets for 39 “Star Wars” 
marathon events, where 
they will be showing all sev¬ 
en films on Dec. 17. 


Sellouts have been report¬ 
ed for many of the Thurs¬ 
day night preview show¬ 
ings of the latest chapter. 
AMC alane sold out 1,000 
shows in less than 12 hours 
but also noted that there 
are still nearly 4 million tick¬ 
ets available for opening 
weekend. 

Ticketing sites tend to keep 
specifics about actual sales 
secret. MovieTickets.com 
did reveal, however, that 
“The Force Awakens” had 
accounted for a whopping 
95 percent of sales on the 
site in 24 hours. 

Fandango experienced 
unprecedented demand 
for tickets as well. They’ve 
already sold eight times 
as many tickets as they 
had for their previous re¬ 
cord holder, “The Plunger 
Games.” 

“Movie theaters are con¬ 
tinually adding new show 
times on Fandango to 
meet the phenomenal de¬ 
mand,” a Fandango com¬

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Misty Copeland: “My career really is just now beginning”

NEW YORK (AP) — Misty 
Copeland has already 
achieved a crossover pop 
culture fame that few 
dancers could ever hope 
to have. She’s a best-selling 
author, a celebrity spokes¬ 
person, and a role model. 
In just the last five months, 
she’s appeared in a Broad¬ 
way show, presented at 
the Tonys, danced on “The 
Late Show with Stephen 
Colbert,’’ and attended a 
White House state dinner. 
And new she’s in the mov¬ 
ies — the subject of “A Bal¬ 
lerina’s Tale,’’ a new docu¬ 
mentary by Nelson George. 
And yet, Copeland an 
Wednesday begins just her 
first season as a principal 
ballerina with American 
Ballet Theatre. “I do feel 
that my career really is just 
naw beginning,’’ she says, 
laughing at how incongru¬ 
ous that sounds. 

The offers and opportuni¬ 
ties keep coming — but 
no matter the distractions, 
one thing comes first, she 
says. “I’ve never sacrificed 
a ballet class. I’ve never 
sacrificed a rehearsal, and 
that will NEVER happen,’’ 
Copeland said in an inter¬ 
view last week, scheduled 
on a Monday because 
that’s the aniy day she can 
ever take off from her ABT 
duties. “It’s not a hard bal¬ 
ance. The dance is always 
first.’’ It’s been less than four 


months since Copeland, 
now 33, made dance his¬ 
tory by becoming the first 
female African-American 
principal dancer in ABT’s 
75-year history. 

That came just days after 
her widely covered New 
York debut in the ultimate 
ballerina role, Odette/ 
Odile in “Swan Lake.” It’s 
a famously demanding 
role for any ballerina, but 
for Copeland, it was that 
much tougher because the 
world was watching. 

From a purely dance per¬ 
spective, it’s clear she wish¬ 
es she’d had a little time to 
quietly grow into the role. 

“I clearly am in a different 


position when I make these 
debuts and all the crit¬ 
ics are earning,” she says, 
samewhat wistfully. “That 
doesn’t happen to most 
dancers on their debuts, 
that they’re being critiqued 
like that. It’s a very interest¬ 
ing position to be in.” 

There was another chal¬ 
lenge, too, one that hard¬ 
ly anyone watching that 
historic performance was 
aware of. Copeland was 
still feeling the effects of sur¬ 
gery she had in 2012 to re¬ 
pair six stress fractures in her 
left tibia. It was a career- 
threatening injury; she’s still 
not 100 percent. 

“It’s been three years and 


I’m still not jumping fully,” 
Copeland says. “I mean, 32 
fouettes (whipping turns) in 
‘Swan Lake’ are an my sur¬ 
gery leg, and still today it’s 
a struggle. 

It’s so painful.” But there’s 
a reason the public didn’t 
know about her injury, Co¬ 
peland says: “We’re not 
MEANT to expose those 
things. We’re on stage pre¬ 
senting this beautiful, effort¬ 
less experience for the au¬ 
dience.” 

George met Copeland at 
her 2012 debut in “Firebird,” 
a huge leap in her career 
at the time. Backstage af¬ 
terward, though, Cope¬ 
land confessed she was in 


terrible pain, and she had 
ta pull aut at later perfor¬ 
mances. Once she’d had 
her surgery, George sug¬ 
gested a film that would 
chronicle her struggle. “I 
saw it as this unique window 
into an artist’s life,” George 
says, “when they’re com¬ 
ing from a period of great 
heights, to go down and 
pick themselves back up.” 
They began shooting as 
Copeland attended one 
of her first post-surgery bal¬ 
let classes, clearly nervous 
and unsteady. 

The film alsa includes foct- 
age of Copeland’s first 
post-surgery guest perfor¬ 
mance, with a small com¬ 
pany in Braoklyn. She per¬ 
formed the “Dying Swan” 
salo, and she’s the first to 
say she wasn’t at her best. 
“It’s so hard to watch!” 
Copeland says now. “But 
it was just something I had 
to do, for my own san¬ 
ity and confidence. Nelson 
captured these moments 
where I knew I wasn’t go¬ 
ing to be happy with ... and 
I wasn’t.” 

An obvious perfection¬ 
ist, Copeland also wor¬ 
ried about the deal the 
audience was getting. 
“Why am I putting people 
through this?” she says she 
wandered at the time. 
“They don’t know that I’ve 
gone through this surgery, 
and this may be the first 
time and the last time they 
will see me perform.”□

“Because I keep saying 
yes to everything, I haven’t 
been able to do it. So finally 
I put myself on lockdown.” 
House arrest for Hancock 
began at the beginning at 
October, “But am I home 
doing my record? No,” he 
laughed. 

What else has he been do¬ 
ing? Well, campaigning 
against nuclear technol¬ 
ogy, for starters. Hancock 


has just returned from 
an energy conference 
in Mumbai and also has 
toured a reactor site near 
Oslo, meeting with politi¬ 
cians and nuclear scientists 
there. 

“There’s a place for the 
arts in order to be able to 
change the hearts and 
minds of people who are 
very much misinformed 
about the safety of nucle¬ 
ar technology,” he said 
tram the red carpet befare 
collecting the National Arts 
Award for outstanding can- 
tributions to the arts. 

Sophia Laren and Lady 
Gaga were among hon- 
orees at a start-studded 


event that drew arts and 
entertainment stars who 
included Tony Bennett, 
Paul Simon, Jeff Koons and 
Chuck Close. 

So, as technology has revo¬ 
lutionized the world, includ¬ 
ing the music business, ex¬ 
actly what does it mean to 
be an artist today?
